We firmly believe tht soccer patrons are entitled to the same facilities (hat supporters of the other 
football code seem 10 enjoy largely at public expense. It is about, (ime thut our Slate and Australian 
federations made Uke appropriate noise with the authorities, so that soccer ruceives ils fair share of 
ublie funds appropriated Lo the improvement of sporting grounds. 

{tis time that you, the soceer followers lobbied your local member ~ Municipal, State and Federal and 
make the soccer cause your own cause. We are after all, the ouly national code with international pros: 
peets, and we huse more junior players than any other code, 

At the national level the Philips League is now entering ite fourth year with many unresolved problems. 
IL hag no national Celevision coverage, essential if we are Lo promote the game, and has very little news 
paper coverage. 

‘The League unlike uny other similar bory has no direct representation at State or Federal level and 
consequently has no say whalsoever in the top administration of the game. Devisions affecting Lhe 
League are made by people whowe interests are often opposed to the interests of the League. 

On what grounds can anyone justify the refusal of (he Austratian Soccer Federation to the National 
‘Youth League? ‘The League can only become a viable force in he game if i can assert its claim to self 
Kovernment, al least in the sume way asa State, 

Another emerging aspect of the League ig the number of clubs from New South Wales now numbering 
six out of a total of fourleun, und with Lhe distinct possibility of Wollongong entering in 1981, This yives 
the League a distinct New South Wales character and the clubs from that State an advantage in that they 
have less travel then clubs from other States. 

We in Victoria must campaign for the inclusiva of two more clubs, even if the size of League had to be 
increased 

Ou behalf of my committee, 1 wish our team a successful season 1980, and ask all of you the pattons 
aunel supporters Lo give the clit the same loyal support thut you have shown over so many years.

South Melbourne shares with Juventus the houor 
‘of having won the most championships in (he 71- 
‘oar hislory of top grade soccer in Victoria. South 
Melbourne has won seven titles in lop company: 
in 1962, "64, "65, '66, 12,74 und ‘76. 

‘The major factors in South Melbourne's success 
over the years have been strong spectator support, 
the flow of funds Uhat results from such support 
and a constant supply of top-class players, expec: 
ially forwards. Slar forwards who have worn the 
‘Club's colours over the years include; Can Nestor- 
Ides, Jim Armstrong, Chris Georgoussis, John 
Margaritis, Daye Gorrie, Mike Mandalis, Leo 
Damianakos, Jim Adam, John Anderson, Tony 
Karagiannis, Ulysses Kokkinos, Brnle Ackesley, 
‘Tony Hatuieleftheriou, Jimmy Pyrgolios, Peter 
Ollerton, Joba Bedford who switched to defeuce 
later in his carver and current striker, tbe great 
Alun Bvas, ex Liverpool, 

South Metbourne was formed late in 1959 by the 
amalgamation of Hellenic aud Yarra Park.
